EXPLORE FLOODED COMPARTMENT OF THE

Ft ar Rem ainder Aboard “Squalus” Are Dead— 33 Survivors 
R ed ried iii Good Condition— Diving Bell May Be 
Lowered As Soon As Repairs Are Made

the rescue J hip f alcon today again descended 240 feet to the 
sunken im I marine Squalus in an attem pt to explore the flooded 
compartment f the ill-fated vessel, which still contains 26 men 
— all feared to be dead. 
I Lr 33 survivors were reported in good condition at Ports­ 
m outh Navy Yard, where all but eight of them were quartered 
last night. I he eight— the last group brought up in the 10-ton 
steel “rescue chamber — remained on board the f alcon over­ 
night. 
Conditions of the survivors were so good that Dr. M ont­ 
gomery Higgins agreed that some of them can be interviewed 
by the press some time today. 
Navy officials at 10 a. rn. did not know how soon the 
dome-shaped “rescue cham ber’’ would again be lowered from 
the Falcon to the Squalus. But it seemed it would be done as 
son as the huge device has been repaired, following the acci­ 
dent to it last night when the cable fouled as it was bringing 
up the last eight survivors. 
The ‘ rescue cham ber’’ could be seen in position for an­ 
other descent at this hour. Meanwhile, divers had gone down 
to do what they could in a preparatory way. All of the still im­ 
prisoned men are in the four com partm ents— the crew ’s quar­ 
ters, the two engine rboms and the after torpedo room. 
The Falcon, which arrived at the scene early W ednesday 
morning, worked all day and until past last midnight striving to J 
save as many lives as possible. 
Four times the officers of the l alcon sent the rescue cham ­ 
ber down to the Squalus which was imbedded on the ocean’s 
floor 240 feet below the surface of the water. At 1.22 p. rn., 
yesterday, the first batch of seven men were brought up. At 
4.04 p. rn., a second group of nine were rescued. At 6.50 p. rn., 
the third group of nine was hauled up on the deck of the Falcon 
and, finally, at I 2.38 o clock this morning the last eight, includ 
ing the commander of the ill-fated submarine, Lieut. O. F. 
Naquin, was brought up. 
Then, as rescue operations temporarily ceased, it was 
generally agreed that those still remaining in the hull of the 
Squalus were dead.
